The committee has been in contin- 


uous session since Secptember 1. The 
investigators spent ten days in 14] Paso 


and ten davs in Los Angeles. The re- 
mainder of ‘he time has been taken up 
in traveling. 

The itnve tigators have interrogated 
500 persons and taken the testimony of 
i> witnesses. 

Smith Talks of Evidence. 

Speaking of the testimony Senato! 
Smith gaid: 

he testimony of every Mexican 
whom we interrogated agreed upon 
this one point: 

“That if arms, ammunition and — 
Plies needed in warfare were permit- 
ted to enter the country during the 
Orozco rebellion the same as they were 
during the Madero revolution, Orozcv 
would have been in Mexico City long 
ago. The rigid enforcement of the law 
against the admission into Mexico olf 
firearms and ammunition has been 
Orozsco'’s greatest handicap.”

Solemn Covenant Signed al 
Belfast by Thousands 


Protestant Churchmen Take 
Lead in Movement — Semi- 
Military Aspect Not Lack- 
ing — Ceremony of Signing 
Was Most Impressive.

September "8.—AS the 
determination 
never to submit to domination of an 
Irish parliament, thousands of Ulster- 
ites—unionists and orangemen—-devot- 
ed today to signing the covenant of 
resistance to home rule. But, note 
withstanding the anxiety and dread as 
to what might happen, Ulster day passe 
ed off without serious disturbance. 

In expectation of rioting. troops 
were quartered in the city, but were 
not needed. Only one demorstration 
of factiona] feeling developed, which 
threatened for a brief space to become 
serious. After a football inatch |. bee 
tween Protestant and Catholic teams 
at Celtic park, as the crowds were re- 
turning home, several! green flags 
were waved. The appearance of these 
emblems cf nationalism started sevV- 
eral fierce fights, but the police gtop- 
ped the conflicts before anybody was 
badly hurt. 

Sir Edward Carson was the first to 
sign the covenant of the Ulster men 
which binds them “to use all the means 
that may be found necessary to defeat 
the present conspiracy’ to set up home 
rule in Ireland,” and also to refuse to 
recognize the authority of an Irtsh 
parliament. “e 

He was followed by many men who 
have become noted leaders in the cam- 
paign against home rule, and these 
were succeeded by thousands of the 
rank and file of the orangemen and 
unionists in the northern province o8 
Ireland. 

Preceded by Religious Services. 

Religious services preceded the 
signing of the covenant, and services 
of a similar nature took place in many 
churches throughout the countries of 
Ulster. Undoubtedly the arrangements 
whereby the signing of the document 
was treated as a solemn religioug obli- 
gation exercised a restraining influ- 
ence on the bellicose orangemen, while 
the humorous view. taken of the cere- 
mony by nationalists tended to dimineg 
ish their hostility.

Baron Yunchi Ho and Others 
Must Serve Ten Years 
in Prison. 


Seoul, Korea, September 28.—Heavy 
‘sentences were imposed today on many 
of the 123 Korean prisoners charged 
with conspiracy against the life of 
Governor General Count Teravchi. 
Baron Yun Chi Ho, formerly a cabinet 
minister, and severa] others of the 
more prominent among the accused 
were sent to prison for ten years, 
while various terms of punishment 
were inflicted on all the other pris- 
oners except nine, who were released.

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DR. MACARTHUR 
LAUDS ROOSEVELT 


Speech of Introduction Made 
by Acting Pastor of the 
Tabernacle. 


In -introducing Colonel Roosevelt, 
Dr. Robert Stuart MacArthur spoke as 
follows: 

“There are two men in public life 
whom I greatly honor and equally ad- 
mire—Lloyd George, the foremost 
man in the British empire, and Theo- 
dore Ro@dsevelt, the foremost man in 
the whole world. For more than thif- 
tv years I have honored, admired and 
loved Theodore Roosevelt. I Knew him 
when, a8 a young man, he was elected 
a member of the New York legisla- 
ture. The vile forces of both political 
parties combined against him, but he 
fought a brave fight and won a noble 
victory. [ knew him as president of 
the police board, In New York city, 
when he fave a ‘square deal’ to every 
honest and efficient policeman, and 
gave an administration which was a 
benediction to the foremost city of the 
new world. I Knew him as assistant 
secretary of the navy, when he great- 
ly contributed to the victory of Ad- 
miral Dewey, in Manila bay, when the 
pride of Spain was humbled and when 
America. was honored throughout the 
world. I knew him as governor of the 
state of New York; when he intro- 
duced many beneficent reforms. 

“IT knew him as vice president, and 
then as president of the United States. 
I had the honor of being his guest in 
the white house, and when there 1! 
Knew not whether the more to admire 
his robust manliness, or Mrs. Roose- 
velt’s womanly graciousness and 
queenly loveliness, as one of the most 
cultured women who was ever the first 
American lady in the white house. I 
knew Colonel Roosevelt as the media- 
tor between Russia and Japan, when 
all kings and queens and emperors 
saluted the American flag. I knew 
him when he rode in the great pro- 
cession through the streets. of the 
world’s capital, the companion of 
princes and kings, and he the king- 
liest man in the historic procession. 

“I Know him now as the leader of 
the most progressive, humanitarian an. 
altruistic political party the world has 
ever known. It so chanced that a lit- 
tle time ago I was in Russia on a 
delicate religious embassy. It was 
necessary for me to meet the ministers 
of the empire standing closest to his 
imperial majesty, the czar of all the 
Russias. I passed through two cor- 
dons of police, and then met a group 
of civilians; one of them addressed me 
in Russian. J was obliged to answer 
him in French, apologizing for my in- 
ability to speak Russian. He then ad- 
dressed me in French, asking for my 
credentials. I handed him letters 
from American officials, representing 
high offices. I added, ‘I also have a 
letter from my friend, Colonel Theo- 
dore Roosevelt.’ Immediately this Rus- 
sian, who is a prince of high rank, 
was able to speak perfectly good Eng- 
lish. In that language he said, ‘Kind- 
ly let me see Colonel Roosevelt's let- 
ter. And he laid aside all the other 
letters he had been examining. He 
said, in Russian, as I afterwards learn- 
ed from an interpreter, ‘This gentl<-- 
man will win: Colonel Roosevelt's 
letter opens every door.’ 

“Ladies and gentlemen, I present to 
you a man with a significant name. 
The Greek word, Theodore, means ‘the 
gift of God.’ The name Roosevelt 
means ‘a rosy fleld. When Colone! 
Roosevelt becomes president of the 
United States he will cause the wilder- 
ness of politics to blossom as the rose. 
Ladies and gentlemen, I present to 
you the most impressive and compell- 
ing personality of our generation, the 
foremost man in the whole world, The- 
odore Roosevelt.” 


BALKANS ARE AGAIN 
THREATENED WITH WAR 


Vienna, September 28.—The struggle 
for Macedonian autonomy is “ce more 
threatening the Balkans with war, just 
as a settlement seemed satisfactorilr 
arrived at. A dispatch from Sofia gives 
the views of the leaders of the coali- 
tion in power—the nationalists and 
progressive Hberals. These determined 
Bulgarian statesmen say: 

“Tne Turks cannot reform the gov- 
ernment of Macedonia, even if they 
would. The Young Turks had their 
chance. and failed. Neither Kiamil 
Pasha nor any other grand vizier could 
do it.,\ They would be at the mercy 
of subordinates who would continue to 
misgovern. 

“Either the great 
fore. their will on 
allow us to execute it for them. What 
Macedonia needs in order to <:nd its 
trouvle is, first, a Christian governor 
general nominated by the pov and 
appointed bw the sultan; second, ; '- 
resentative provincial assembl;: 1. 
a national militia or gendarmerie un- 
d.r officers from one of the smaliecr 
European states. As for the subordi- 
nate officials, let them be Turks where 
Turkish inhabitants predominate, oth- 
erwise the officials must be hpistians. 

“If this measure of governmental 
reform cannot be assured to 
donia it must be wen by force. It 
would be not a war, but a crusade.”

WITH ARMY BIRDMEN

We Have Practical Remedy. 

“We progressives have a practical 
remedy to propose,’ he continued. “We 
have committed ourselves to the de- 
claration that by law there shall be 
established in continuous industries, 
like that of the steel corporation, an 
eight-hour day and a six-day week. 
But this can only be done by the ex- 
tension of governmental power.

SEES THINGS 
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London, September 2?1.—Englishmen 
and women, who are vainer about their 
looks than those of perhaps any oth- 
er nationality, are beginning to tum- 
-ble to the fact that the eyeglasses 
that they have affected for years are 
about the ugliest in creation, and are 
going in strong for the American Kind

instead. Up to a year or so ago, it 
was safe to put down as a fellow coun- 
'tryman anybody one noticed in the 
streets here gporting the sort of eye- 
‘glasses alingst universally worn in 
the United States instead of the clum- 
sy, heavy “pince-nez” beloved by Brit- 
ish opticians, but now it seems as if 
the majority of eyeglass wearers over 
here had adopted the neat, “rimless” 
Variety. 

The manager of a leading firm of op- 
ticians in the Strand today confirmed 
/this impresgion. 

‘The Ameritan type of eyeglasses 
has come in definitely over here,’ he 
said. “I won't undertake to say wheth- 
ler the change is due fo.vanity or not, 
| but it’s a fact that nine.out of ten of 
‘our British customers npw insist on 
| having. the rimless variety. Of course, 
‘these glasses are infinit@ly lighter and 
(as they grip ttre nose more perfectly 
jit frequently is possible to get a bet- 
ter balance to the giasses by means 
'of them, and, of course, it’s undenia- 
ble that they are much more sightly.” 

That's putting it mila@ly. The Amer- 
ican who, a8 am experiment, dons a 
pair of the British-made “pince-nez,” 
which used to be worn by all and 
sundry here both feels and looks as if 
'he had a safety’ bicycle astride of his 
inose. To begin with, the lenses are 
-encireled with particularly heavy steel, 
or gold frame work, and the nose- 
piece, instead of being curved is 
straight and over it is stretched -a 
spring. The spring pulls two rather 
clumsy nose-clamps together. The 
process .of donning the glasses is as 
follows: ‘You insert your nose be- 
tween the clamps and pull the pince- 
néez apart by each of its two extremt!- 
ties. That contracts the central 
spring, and when you let go, the clamps 
are pulled together and grip the nasal 
Organ ‘in a Vice-like clasp and the 
thing !s done. Then all you've got to 
do is to get used to having several 
ounces’of weight of frames clinging to 
your nose and the consciousness of 
looKing a solemn: guy. There is one 
form of “pince-nez" particularly that 
looks as if it were made of cast-iron 
and would make a:.man in a frock 
coat from Poole’s and a Lincoln-Ben- 
nett silk hat appear to be a cheap 
skate. What they do-to the otherwise 
fetching girls: who wear them is sad 
to contemplate. The writer has often 
felt like bepeeching & pretty English 
girl, with a “Disycle” on her nose, to 
go and be fitted with American eye- 
glasses. But “everybody's doin’ it 
now !”’

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GENERAL STRIKE 
FOR 24 HOURS 


Ordered by Industrial Workers 
of the World at Lawrence 


Demonstration to Be Protest 
Against the Confinement in 
Jail of Ettor, Giovannitti 
and Caruso—The Men Are 
to Be Tried Monday. 


Lawrence, Mass., September 28.—A 
general strike for 24 hours only by all 
the Industrial Workers of the World 
in this city was voted at an open-air 
mass meeting here today. The strike 
is to begin at:6 a. m. Monday. Only 
about 2.000 of the 12,000 textile mill 
operatives who stopped work yesterday 
attended the meeting.. The vote prac- 
tically was unanimous. 

Like the strikes of Thursday and 
Friday, the proposed one-day demon- 
stration is intended as a protest 
against the confinement in jail of 
Joseph J. Ettor, Arturo Giovannitti and 
Joseph Caruso. These men will be 
placed on trial Monday tn Salem in 
connection with the fatal shooting of 
Anna Lopizza during one of the-riots 
in last winter's big strike. 

Sanction for Strike. 

The attitude of the mill agents could 
not he learned tonight, but business 
men of the city expressed the belief 
that the mill gates would open Mon- 
day as usual. Official sanction for the 
strike was received today in a tele- 
gram from the general executive 
board of the Industrial Workers, of the 
World, which is meeting in Chicago. 
The message was signed by Vincent 
St. John and William Haywood, 
declared that the board had adopted 
resolutions: supporting the action of 
the local committee. 

“We will spread the flame of dis- 
content and make the millowners open 
the jail doors,” added the telegram. 

Tonight the Lawrence “I. W.” lead- 
ers took formal charge of the situa- 
tion for the first time since the work- 
ers left the mills. William Yates, na- 
tional secretary of the textile branch 
of the Industrial Workers, said work- 
ers in several other New England cities 
probably would vote tomorrow on a 
24-hour strike Monday. 

Speakers of various nationality who 
addressed the operatives at the mass 
meeting strongly advised them not to 
resort to violence Monday, and not to 
molest those who wanted to go back to 
the mills. 

They said Ettor and Giovannitt! 
would benefit by a strike of protest 
only if the strike were voluntary. 

No Disorder Saturday. 

Archie Adamsson, who conducted the 
meeting#” announced that tomorrow 
workers from Boston and other Massa- 
chusetts cities would come here and 
parade to the cemetery where the 


bodies of Anna Lopizzo and 
Eady, who were killed during the 
riots, were burled. 

Today passed without disorder. All 
the mills were opened for the half- 
work-day, 
operatives of the mills of the Ameri- 
can Woolen company were paid off as 
quietly as if no strike had been in 
progress. 

The central committee of the Indus- 
trial Workers tssued an open letter to- 
night to. the mill agents saying the 
strike will be for 24 hours, beginning 
Monday morning, and.was not only in 
sympathy for Ettor, Gilovannitti and 
Caruso, but also in protest 
recent dynamite exposure brought out 
by the grand jury of Suffolk county.”

How University of Georgia 


Gridiron Athietes Fare; 
Ketron Tells the Secrets 


Athens, Ga., September 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—How the Georgia football war- 
riors are being fed and trained for 
the battles this fall on the gridiron 
is interesting to not only the Red and 
Black rooters, but to all who love the 
game and athletics in general. Assist- 
ant Coach Harold tells how the train- 
ing table is operated; how the men are 
fed, what they are denied and what 
goes into their systems to make mus- 
cle and endurance. 

He says: 

“Football is science and machine 
work through and through, off the 
gridiron as well as on. The men who 
work together best play the game, cer- 
tain signals produce a special play, and 
if operated successfully means a mate- 
rial gain. 

“The average follower of the game 
on the barred field is acquainted with 
the clock-like work on the gridiron, 
but few ever take time to acquaint 
themselves with the way the players 
conduct themselves when off actual 
duty. What they eat, drink. When 
they get up their classroom work and 
the time they must sleep. 

“All these are interesting phases of 
the football player’s career and you 
only have to note the ‘system’ in the 
training. table to see how regularity 
and precision enter at every turn and 
instance. 


What They Eat. ' 


“The average person pays no atten- 
tion, when it comes to eating, to what 
is best for him, but eats whatever he 
happens to like best. With the grid- 
iron warrior this is not the case, at 
least, where there is a training table 
in operation. 

“At the Red and Black training 
quarters, for instance, everything that 
tends to produce fatty tissue is put 
under the ban. That is, but little 
grease is used in preparing the food, 
but little butter eaten and even the 
gravy skimmed. Just enough sugar 
is allowed to satisfy the demands of 
the body. 

“Ordinarily twelve men will consume 
a quarter hundred pounds every four 
days, while under training supervisien 
twenty-five pounds will last twenty 
big, hefty football men two weeks. 


Beef of Quality. 


“Beef roast, the best quality, is the 
training table's long suit and for din- 


ner and supper every day Coach Cun- 
ningham’s squad consumes a pound per 
man along with a number of lesser 
important dieting specials: " 

“One pecullar thing about the ef- 
fects ofa training table is that some 
men train on an upward scale and 
some on a downward. Conklin, for 
instance, increases in weight as the 
season advances, while ‘Big’ Hender- 
son gets rid of his corpulency as the 
season passes.

this year, for nothing is so disgusting 
as to see a splendid-looking team go 
all to pieces under fire. 

Coaches Will Work.

Thus every man must 
with care, the best. man getting the 
place in every instance. Mistakes will 
be made sometimes, yet it is an error 
of judgment, for no coach is infallible. 
If you ever hear a plaver state he 
was not given a square show for a 
place, tell him “to come down and try 
again. 

If he deserves it he wiil receive ree- 
ognition and win a place. But re- 
member that the most common of all 
excuses is “I was not given a fair 
show, so I quit.”’ 

Above all things, support the team 
and lend it your aid at all times. The 
boys of the team are working for 
Georgia because they love her. zet 
the Georgia spirit, because it is here 
waiting to make vour acquaintance.

In the orange grove there 
are 2,500 young trees of one to two 
years growth. They: are in prime 
condition, having been budded upon 
stock of native growth, and within a 
year or two should begin bearing. The 
fruit is of the size of a glove orange, 
and of fine flavor. es.

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RESTORING A SOUTHERN ARMY. 


One of the most dramatic exhibits at the recent session in Wash- 
ington of the American Public Health Association was that with 
which Dr. Charles W. Stiles emphasized the success of the anti- 
hookworm crusade in the southern states. Dr. Stiles resorted to that 
most effective of methods—the contrasting of human documents. ; 
He showed the attending physicians a man emaciated and feeble 
from the ravages of the disease. Then by his side he placed another 
individual who had been in a similar condition, but who had been 
restored to health by the simple formula used to combat uncinaria- 
SiS, 

Just how many people below Mason and Dixon’s line are af- 
flicted with hookworm disease it would be difficult to say. A con- 
servative estimate places the number at several hundred thousand. 
Many persons in the rural districts are being treated, or rather mal- 
treated, for other diseases, when all they need is the dose of thymol 
and the laxative comprised in the hookworm treatment, and, after 
that, careful supervision to insure their return to a normal condi- 
tion. % 

The Constitution has several times described uncinariasis, how 
it is communicated and the elemental means used to combat it. Soil 
pollution is the most prolific source for its spread. The tiny worm 
generally enters the bare foot, works its way through the circulation 
by a circuitous route and finally lodges in the intestines, from which 
vantage-ground it proceeds to sap the vitality of the victim. 

It is evident that with the blood being constantly drained by this 
petty vampire, the infected individual quickly loses strength and eff- 
ciency. Lassitude is one of the principal symptoms. Ambition 1s 
missing. The body rapidly tires and the mind works with only a 
fraction of its normal vigor. Many deaths occur, of course, from the 
exhaustion traceable to the disease itself, but the vast majority come 
from other maladies the way for which is paved by the complete 
depletion of powers of resistance. 

Through the years that the disease has existed in the south, it 
has cost the.section untold millions in lowered working capacity of 
hundreds of thousands of people. The unfortunate feature is that the 
disease itself, and its treatment, have only of recent years been 
effectually diagnosed by science. 

Treatment is provided by the state board of health, under the 
direction of Dr. H. F. Harris, the state capitol, Atlanta. Already the 
board has accomplished marked progress in the task of eradication 
and education. 


>. 
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THE BOARD’S GOOD WORK. 


The board of education has acted with commendable wisdom 
in authorizing dental inspection for the public schools, and provid- 
ing a teacher for deaf and dumb children. In instances, the two 
innovations are only preliminary, money in sufficient amount not 
being available to inaugurate the systems upon a wholesale scale. 
Dental inspection has been made possible only by the co-operation, 
free of charge, of the Atlanta Society of Dentists in response to the 
initiative of the chamber of commerce. The first class of mutes will 
be a small one, but as this element of school population learns of the 
opportunity it may be expected to increase rapidly. 

There can be no question whatever of the relation between 
sound teeth and sound health. It has been positively established 
that decayed or missing teeth impair digestion, and that in 
turn interferes with both physical and mental efficiency. In care of 
the teeth as of the body, prevention is the primary requisite. Regular, 
inspection will insure the detection and correction of the first 
defect in the teeth of school children. And the child, during its 
plastic years, will learn that care of the mouth indispensable to 
cleanliness and efficiency in the adult years; 

Undoubtedly there are many deaf and dumb children in Atlanta 
too poor to attend even the free institutions maintained by the 
state. It is distinctly encouraging that this class of unfortunates 
will now be given an opportunity for education under the public 
school system. 

Incidentally, The Constitution hopes soon to see established in 
Atlanta the open-air schools which have worked so happily else- 
where with sickly or defective children. But neither this improve- 
ment, nor the supplying of teachers for lack of which the system 
suffers, will be met until the board is divorced from politics and 
given a right to levy and expend a school tax without interference. 
As we have previously shown, other up-to-date cities apply this 
method. The tax is prorated from the general levy, and hedged by a 
maximum. Our present plan of footballing the school system 
between the board and council, and continually diverting its appro- 
priations, is an obvious menace to its growth and efficiency. i

PREPARING FOR ‘THE CANAL EPOCH. 


The relative nearness of the opening of the Panama canal moves 
The Troy (N. Y.) Record to comment upon the “feverish activities” 
with which Europe is preparing for the changes that will come with 
that event in contrast with the seeming apathy in this country. “If 
our péople are not alert to the opportunities about to be presented by 
the international waterway,” says The Record, “they will soon be 
brought to a realization of the fact that the race for trade must be 
pursued along ways that are difficult and exacting.” 

Like all generalizations, this warning is only partially accurate. 
To an extent, America is preparing for the canal’s opening. The 
clatter raised by England over our provisions for operating the 
waterway is one indication of preparedness and of intention to take 
care of our own interests. Equally significant is the fact that most 
of the railways centering upon the gulf or South Atlantic ports are 
gradually, but without much noise, increasing their facilities both 
in the matter of terminals ana equipment. 

It is not, however, to be denied that the average manufacturer 
and business matr-has hardly yet seen the full meaning of the new 
epoch that is to ‘dawn with the opening of the canal. In effect that 
event will turn world-trade into channels almost wholly new. It will 
not only shorten the distance between America and the west coast 
of South America and the Orient, but it will perform the same func- 
tion for the foremost trading nations of the old world. |

SEPTEMBER IMPORTANT MONTH 
IN REVOLUTIONARY HISTORY 


The most important event in the 
war of independence took. place during 
the month of September. It was the 
first signing of the treaty of peace 
between the United States and Great 
Britain, in Paris, on September 3,.1783. 


‘The treaty was made under Lord Shel- 
| burne’s ministry in Paris in the fall of 


1782. Through the negotiations which 
were carried on by Benjamin Franklin, 
John Jay, John Adams and Henry lau- 
rens on the part of the Americans, 4 
diplomatic victory was won for the 


| United States by securing the country 
| between the Allegheny mountains and 


the Mississippi river. This was against 
the wishes of the French government, 
which did not wish to see the new 
nation too powerful. 

Saptember 5, 1774.—The first meet- 
ing of the Continental congress was 
held in Carpenter's hall, Philadelphia.

Adams, John Adams, Robert Livying- 
ston, Jc«hn Rutledge, John Dickinson, 
Samuel Chase, Edmund Pendleton, 
Richard Henry Lee, Patrick Henry and 
George Washington.

THE TURNIP 


By Jane Eddington. 
HE turnip is ‘a somewhat treach- 
erous and tricky vegetable. Its 
center is often corky and light 
of weight. And even when it @s not 
so defective, it may beso strong in fla- 
vor, owing to the kind of soil on which 
it has been raised, as to be uneatble. It 
is also very watery. Formerly it was 
often cooked in its skin to make it 
less so. To boil it until dry effects the 
Same result, 

Yet in spite of all its uncertainties, 
the turnip is an excellent vegetable. 
Alone or cooKed with potatoes or car- 
rots, or when used as a soup flavor. 
it is acceptable to a great number of 
people. it is worth nevt te nothing 
in the hands of a poor cook, and many 
people dislike it because it has been 
Served to them from such a source. 

There are others bostdes Dr. Tanner 
who have belteved that turnip eaters 
are sweet tempered people. He is saia 
to have fed his wife on this vegetable 
during his forty days’ fast in order 
to kecp her good-natured. 

The taste for raw turnips acquired 
by most country children may be ac- 
counted plebeian, yet scraped and eaten 
immediately it is very sweet and good 
and wholesome. Why should we eat 
radishes taw and scorn raw turnips? 
They belong to the same faniuly and 
the turnip has a sweetcr taste. Cus- 
tom in these ways has got reversed. 
People always use! to cook the radish, 
especially the white turnip radish. 

An English fashion of cooking -tur- 
nip is to cut it into dice of consider- 
able size, boil it in salted water until 
the water is all boiled away and the 
turnip ‘ender, and then to add butter 
and pepper ane serve. Turnip cocked 
in‘ this way and served eold on a let- 
tuce leaf is excellent. 

To mash the turnip is no doubt the 
Standard and the mest aceptabie way 
of preparing this vegetable.

Marietta, Ga., September 22, 1912. 
Ralph T. Jones, Assistant Editor Du 

Bose Firing Line: 

l am sending you this note personal- 
ly, for I want it to escape the eyes of 
the chief. You pick a time when he 
is out of town and run it. I'll be re- 
sponsible if there is any kicking to be 
done.

But there is one point 
of divergence between the big men and 
the commercial traveler or retail seller, 
as is always the case where future 
business is concerned, 

The salesman who expects to come 
back, or wants his customer to return, 
must protect his trade and nothing but 
old-fashioned honesty will do this, 
Whereas, if only one deal is to be 
made, with conscience left out, the 
salesman’s chief aim its to show the 
other fellow where he can Hkewitse 
vet rich quick.
